Reichsbank Says All Credi- 
tors May Obtain Same 
Concessions Through 
Diplomatic Channels.

LONDON, July 5.—Great Britain 


and Germany have come to terms 
on debts affected by Germany’s 
moratorium on debt payments 
abroad. Under an agreement 
reached yesterday, Germany will 
pay interest on Dawes and Young 
oan bonds held by British subjects, 


long and medium term obligations 
held in Britain will not be serviced 
during the six-month term of the 
moratorium. 

Financial circles in London were 
said to be well pleased. Further 
talk of a trade war over non-pay- 
ment by Germany had virtually 
ceased. 

The London Times says the 
agreement in some way will re- 
nabilitate German credit which 


paired and would be fatally dam- 
aged if Dr. Hjalmar Schacht, pres- 
ident of the Reichsbank, persisted 
in his earlier intentions.” Never- 
theless, the paper does not think 
the agreement goes very far in 
restoring confidence in Germany’s 
financial future.

BERLIN, July 5.—A high Reichs- 
bank official said today, in dis- 
cussing the Anglo-German debt 
reement, that “the same way is 
men to other countries through 
diplomatic channels.” 

Official quarters here pointed out 
neither Germany nor Great Britain 
wanted a trade war and both were 
anxious that free mercantile inter- 
change suffer as little hindrance 
as possible. Satisfaction was ex- 
pressed that recognition had been 
given the German point—that the 
debtor nation can only be expected 
to meet its liabilities when given 
,chance to accumulate sufficient 
preign exchanges through export 
of manufactures.

176 PERSONS KILLED IN 
JULY -FOURTH ACCIDENTS 


Death Toll Among Independence 

Day Celebrators Is the Lowest 

Sinee 1929. : 

NEW YORK, July 5.—The lowest 
number of deaths since 1929 in 
Fourth of July accidents was re- 
ported from yesterday’s celebration 
throughout the country. A total of 
176 men, women and children were 
killed, a drop of 10 from last year 
and only about one-third of the 
number who perished in 1931. 

The sharpest decrease was in the 
number who died as a result of the 
use of fireworks. Only three per- 


sons perished from this cause, as 


compared with seven in 1933. A 5- 
year-old Chinook (Mont.) girl was 
one of the victims. Another was 
a Negro woman, killed i nMinne- 
apolis when a rocket skipped over 
the grounds and struck her in the 
chest amid a crowd of celebrators. 
At Canton, Ok., a wild rocket 
killed Calvin Mowery. Hundreds 
of persons were treated for minor 
injuries from fireworks, among 
them 2200 in New York City. 

Drowning was the principal cause 
of yesterday’s fatalities, with a to- 
tal of 70. Automobiles claimed 69. 
Other’ causes accounted for 34 
deaths. 


AMSTERDAM JOBLESS FIGHT

Serious Disorders Continue All

AMSTERDAM, July 5.—One man 
was killed, at least six seriously 
wounded and some others were sent 
to hospitals in fighting today be- 
tween police and unemployed, rein- 
forced by Communists, which con- 
tinued until late afternoon.

™ disorders began in the 
Hordaan workers’ quarter of the 
city early last evening and contin- 
ued through the night.

Increase of 391 in Six Months of 
1984 Over Same Period in

Divorces and annulments grant- 
ed in St. Louis during the first six 
months of this year totaled 1297, an 
increase of 391, or 43.2 per cent, 
over the corresponding period a 
year ago. It was the first six- 
month period since 1928 that an in- 
crease has been noted. 

Up to last Jan. 1, there was a 
steady decrease in number of de- 
crees allowed, beginning with 3299 
in 1928 and dropping to 1819 in 
1993, a decrease of 45 per cent. 
Cases dismissed for all causes in 
the last six months were 413.

Claude Dickerson of St. Louis, 
charged with bank robbery, was re- 
leased last night from the Texas 
County jail at Houston, Mo., by an 
armed man who forced the jailer 
to get the cell-room key. from a 
hotel, while Sheriff Andy P. John- 
son was away at a Fourth of July 
picnic. 

An armed guard of deputies was 


placed at St. Mary’s Hospital in 
East St. Louis today by Chief Dep- 
uty Doyle to prevent a possible sim- 
ilar attempt to release William O. 
Perkins, an associate of Dickerson. 
Both are charged in Wayne County 
warrants with the robbery of a Mill 
Spring (Mo.) bank a month ago in 
which three men took $750 in cash 
and jewelry. 

Perkins was injured in an auto- 
mobile accident near Columbia, IIL, 
June 21, when another companion, 
John Biggs, also identified in the 
Mill Spring bank robbery, was 
killed. 

Sheriff’s Story of Escape. 

Sheriff Johnson told the 
Post-Dispatch by telephone: “The 
town was almost deserted. Every- 
body was at the picnic. The jailer, 


Ben Johnson, was going, too, so he/ 


had taken the key over tothe 
Southern Hotel and left it with the 
owner, while he waited for a friend, 
Elmer Murfin, who was going with 
him. 

“The jailer came out of the fur- 
nace room, where he stays, and the 
man, who was hiding behind the 
door, shoved a revolver in his ribs 
and demanded the keys. Johnson 
told him they were over at the ho- 
tel, but he didn’t believe it until 
he made the jailer go upstairs to 
my office and make a search: 

“Then Murfin came in and the 
man took him, too. He instructed 
them to go quietly with him over to 
the hotel and say nothing, but ask 
for the keys. ‘I'll blow your heads 
off if. you say anything else,’ he 
told them. 

Jailer Locked in Cell. 

“The three of them got the key, 
the jailer not daring to give any 
sign. He made Johnson unlock the 
door and bring Dickerson out. Then 
he locked Johnson and Murfin in 
the cell room. The jailer called for 
help a long time, and finally was 
heard. They sent for me at the pic- 
nic and I had a duplicate key, let- 
ting them out. The two men es- 
caped in an automobile that the 
other prisoners saw. The jailer was 
locked up for two hours. Dickerson 
took two rifles and a shotgun from 
my office when he left.” | 

Dickerson and a companion were 
arrested in East St. Louis after the 
crash in which Biggs was killed. 
They were taken to Houston for 
questioning in another bank rob- 
bery at Raymondsville, in Texas 
County. His companion was re- 
leased. 

The automobile in which Biggs 
was killed had been stolen from a 
dealer at West Plains, Mo. It was 
going 75 miles an hour when it 
crashed into a concrete bridge rail- 
ing on Illinois State Highway No. 
3. In the wreckage of the car depu- 
ties found a rifle and shells and 
two sets of stolen Missouri license 
plates. One set had been used in 
the Mill Spring robbery. Dickerson 
was known to police as an associ- 
ate Of Biggs and Perkins.

PLEA, ASKS STATE 
TO TAKE CONTROL 


City Surrenders All Legal Pow- 
ers to Gov. Sholtz of 
Florida. 


By the Associated Press. 

KEY WEST, Fia., July 5. — This 
city, at the southernmost tip of the 
United States, has declared a state 
of emergency because of economic 
distress and called on the State 


and Federal Governments for help. 

Left istranded by a gradual shift 
of trade. and industry, Key West 
and its eounty, Monroe, adopted 
resolutions surrendering all their 
legal powers to Gov. Sholtz. The 
Governor was asked to take charge 
and in turn he requested the Fed- 
eral Emergency Relief Administra- 
tion to accept “the responsibility 
necessarily arising.” 

Once the largest city in Fiorida, 
Key. West has slowly lost- ground 
in recent years, a population of 
18,749 in 1920 dwindling to 12,831 in 
1930. More than half of the resi- 
dents are unemployed. 

Loss of the cigar manufacturing 
industry which once employed 10,- 
000 persons was cited as one of 
the chief causes of the city’s plight. 
Added to this was a shifting from 
Key West of trade routes, abandon- 
ment of the naval base, reduction 
in military and coast guard per- 
sonnel, destruction of the pineapple 
canning industry and decline of the 
fishing and sponge business. 


DROUTH CONTINUES ON PLAINS; 
SHOWERS IN OTHER SECTIONS 


Weekly Summary by Weather Bu- 
reau Says Pastures Still Are 
Blighted. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 5.—A con- 
tinued deficiency of rainfall over 
the Great Plains and in the South- 
west was reported today by the 
Weather Bureau. 

The weekly statement of condi- 
tions said showers during the last 
week were beneficial in the North- 
east, Atlantic Coast states, Appa- 
lachian Mountain region, Eastern 
Ohio Valley and parts of the lake 
region, but “high temperatures in 
the interior, in the absence of ex- 
tensive rains of material import- 
ance, took a heavy toll of the scanty 
soil moisture.” 

Cultivated crops were “progress- 
ing satisfactorily,” but pastures 
were still blighted and in the South- 
west “even most cultivated crops” 
were suffering. 

Rain was badly needed in Hast- 
ern Montana, most of the Dakotas, 
Southern Minnesota, part of Iowa, 
Missouri, Northern and Western 
Arkansas, and from Nebraska 
southward and southwestward. 


DONALD R. RICHBERG STOPS 
IN BELLEVILLE ON TEXAS FLIGHT 


Trip Is Halted Overnight at Scott 
Field Because of Weather Con- 
ditions. 

Donald R. Richberg, who is act- 
ing as President Roosevelt’s per- 
sonal representative in the econom- 
ics field during the President's 
vacation, continued a plane trip to 
Fort Worth, Tex., this morning, aft- 
er a night at the Belleville House. 

His trip to fill a speaking engage- 
ment before the Texas Bar Associ- 
ation was interrupted when weather 
reports received upon his arrival at 
Scott Field last night led his pilot 
to advise against continuing the 
flight until today. 

“There is no official significance 
in my visit here or at Fort Worth,” 
Richberg said. “I am keeping a 
few engagements I made prior to 
my appointment as Director of the 
Industrial Emergency Committee, 
and will return to Washington Sat- 
urday with my slate clean and 
ready for new work.” 

In an executive order Monday, 
President Roosevelt named Rich- 
berg to head a new committee to 
co-ordinate Federal agencies for in- 
dustrial recovery, public works, 
emergency relief and the settlement 
of labor disputes. 


VON HINDENBURG RECEIVES 
KING AND QUEEN OF SIAM 


German President, Accompanied by 
Doctor, Reviews Goose-Stepping

President von Hindenburg, slightly 
pale and showing the effects of re- 
cent events, received the King and 
Queen of Siam at noon today at his 
East Prussian estate.

SIMPLE, PRIVATE 
FUNERAL IN PARIS 


Body Is Taken There by 
Motor to Avoid Public 


Demonstrations Along 
the Route.

PARIS, July 5.—The body of 
Mme. Marie Curie, co-discoverer of 
radium, who died yesterday at 


Sallanches, was brought to Paris 
last night for a private funeral of 
the utmost simplicity, devoid of all 
display, in compliance with her 
wishes. 
ily, laboratory associates and a few 
friends will attend the burial. She 
will be placed in a grave beside her 
husband. 

Mme. Curie’s two daughters and 
a son-in-law followed the automo- 
bile that brought the body from 
Sallanches. The trip was made by 
motor to avoid*public demonstra- 
tions along the route and in the 
capital. 

(Sallanches is in the province of 
Haute Savoie in eastern France, 
near the Swiss border, south of 
Lake Geneva. It is more than 300 
miles by automobile from Paris.) 

Physicians said exposure to ra- 
dium rays during her experiments 
contributed directly to the illness 
which ended in Mme. Curie’s death. 
Her husband, Pierre Curie, died in 
1906 when struck by a truck. His 
death came shortly after their joint 
discovery of radium, 

Mme. Curie, who was 66 years 
old, twice visited the United States 
to rétéive donations which aided 
her in carrying on her scientific 
work. 

Twice Winner of Nobel Award. 

Although honored by many gov- 
ernments and societies as one of 
the most distinguished scientists 
and women of all time, Mme. Curie 
shrank from public view. She stay- 
ed at work in her laboratory when- 
ever possible. 

Twice she was given the Nobel 
prize in chemistry. In 1922 she be- 
came the first woman elected to 
the French Academy of Sciences, 12 
years after she had been defeated 
for membership in the body. 

Thousands of victims of cancer 
have benefited from the Curies’ dis- 
covery of radium. 

Mme. Currie lived frugally; 
wealth was hers for the asking, but 
she turned all money prizes back 
into chemistry or gave them to hos- 
pitals for cancer research, She 
lived on her modest salary as a 
teacher in‘ the University of Paris. 

She never had a speck of radium 
of her own until 1921 when the 
women of America raised $100,000, 
purchased a gram and gave it to 
her for experimental work. Even 
this gift, however, was diverted for 
she rented it out at $3500 a year in 
order to obtain funds for the can- 
cer hospital in Warsaw, Poland, in 
which she had a deep interest. 

Visit to U. S. in 1929. 

So in 1929 her American friends 
repeated the gift. They invited 
Mme, Curie to the United States. 
She was lionized and feted beyond 
her strength, the homage culminat- 
ing at the White House when Presi- 
dent Hoover handed her a check for 
$50,000 from the American Society 
for the Control of Cancer. 

She was requested to use this for 
purchase of a second gram of 
radium, short cuts found by her 
and her colleagues having halved 
the price since 1921. ~ 

Mme. Curie returned to France 
exhausted by the effort of her visit 
to America. But the day after her 
home-coming she shut herself up in 
her Paris laboratory and resumed 
work, 

She first won the Nobel prize for 
chemistry in 1903 as a partner in 
the reward with her husband. The 
second time was in her widowhood 
in 1911. Both awards went back 
into the research work. 

The medical world has estimated 
that radium saved 50,000 wounded 
men from death in the World War.

Dr. Hyman I. Spector, who has 
been tuberculosis controller for the 
city, was appointed Assistant 
Health Commissioner today to suc- 
ceed Dr. Paul J. Zentay, who re- 
signed April 1 at the request of 
Director of Public Welfare Darst. 
Inquiry is being made for a quali- 
fied physician to take Dr. Spector's 
old post in the’ Health Division in 
charge of anti-tuberculosis work. 

Salary of the assistant commis- 


sionership is $4500 a year. Dr. 
Spector was paid $3000 as con- 
troller. Darst announced that se- 
lection of Dr. Spector by Health 


Commissioner Bredeck was ap- 
proved by Mayor Dickmann’s medi- 
cal advisory committee headed by 
Dr. R. Emmet Kane. Dr. Bredeck 
said he was satisfied with the 
choice, having helped train = Dr. 
Spector in tuberculosis work. 

Dr. Spector is 40 years old. He 
received his medical degree at the 
University of Dlinois and served his 
interneship at City. Hospital in 
1921-22. Then he was successive- 
ly resident physician, chief resident 
and superintendent at Koch Hos- 
pital, operated by the city chiefly 
for tubercular patients. He was 
made tuberculosis controller in 
Mayor Kiel’s last term and resigned 
in 1926 in the Miller adminigstra- 
tion, charging that politics was in- 
fluencing the handling of his of- 
fice. His resignation, requested by 
the Hospital Commissioner at that 
time, followed a report he made 
criticising health conditions at City 
Workhouse, which was upheld in 
medical circles. 

When he was reappointed wnder 
Miller in 1932 the office was 
changed from the Hospital Division 
to the Health Division. He was re-

ROOSEVELT VISITS CTY 


N HAT, MAKES TALK 


Promises Withdrawal of Ma- 
rines; Tours Cap Haitien 
With Island President.

CAP HAITIEN, Haiti, July 5. — 
President Roosevelt left the cruiser 
Houston this morning and came 
ashor ein .this island republic, his 
first stop en route to the Pacific 


Ocean. 

In a brief address at the Union 
Club, th eAmerican President, 
speaking partly in French, said that 
American Marines would be with- 
drawn from Haiti in about a month 
or six weeks and that he hoped 
thye would always be remembered 
as friends who tried to help Haiti. 

A large barge prepared by Hai- 
tians and draped with Haitian and 
American colors brought the Presi- 
dent ashore. He was met at the 
dock by President Stenio Vincent 
and Haitian officials en masse. 

A 21-gun salute was fired, after 
which the two presidents proceeded 
on a tour of the city streets, packed 
with cheering crowds and draped 
with color. 

Norman Armour, American Min- 
ister to Haiti, arrived by plane 
from Port Au Prince, but was ill 
with dengue fever and was unable 
to take part in the ceremonies. 

An hour after his arrival Presi- 
dent. Roosevelt returned to the 
Houston. At noon President Vin- 
cent called on President Roosevelt 
aboard the cruiser. 

From here President Roosevelt 
will proceed’to Puerto Rico for the 
first landing of his vacation voy- 
age tomorrow at Mayaguez. He 
will ride overland into San Juan. 

The President had a good haul in 
his five hours of fishing on the 
Fourth with his sons, Franklin D. 
Jr:., and John: Roosévelt.

BERLIN, July 5.—Reports indi- 
cating the Nazis have reopened a 
vigorous anti-Jewish campaign

dispatches through and disquiet 
was felt over conditions outside 
Berlin. 

Delegates from throughout Ger 
many were assembling at the little 
town of Flensburg, in Schleswig- 
Holstein, for the congress of Nazi 
leaders of all districts. Joseph 
Goebbels, Minister of Propaganda, 
and Adolf Wagner, Bavarian Nazi 
leader, who took the first steps te 
quell the revolt, had already ar- 
rived early today and were waiting 
Chancellor Hitler. 

Leaders were expected to seck 
some means of coping with the 
crisis created by the widespread re 
volt in Storm Troop ranks—a re 
volt which has apparently reached 
greater proportions than the Gov- 
ernment allowed to be generally 
known.

Franz von Papen. will lose the 
Vice-Chancellory, the Foreign De 
partment of the Nazi Party indi- 
cated today, but he will be per 
mitted to remain in the cabinet as 
Saar Commissioner.

She was born Sklodowska in 
Warsaw, Poland, Nov. 7, 1867, 
and christened Marie. Her fath- 
er was of mathematics 
and physics in the 
War saw and her mother directed 
a school for girls. Marie was the 


vate schools at first and later go- 
to government institutions. At 
17 she took her first position as 
governess and also began to per- 
fect herself in physics and math- 
ematics. 

Then she went to Paris seeking a 
dectorate and for five years lived 
in a little garret, preparing her own 
meals and in winter carrying coal 
up five flights of stairs. Study oc- 
cupied aH her other waking mo- 
ments. 

In 1896 she married Pierre Curie, 
@ young French scientist, but man- 
aged to keep house, continue her 
studies and teach a class of young 


girls. 
First Born. 

The cares of motherhood were 
added to this program in 1897, 
when her first daughter was born. 
Still she continued pursuit of her 
doctorate and it was while working 
on her thesis in the following year 
that investigation of pitchblende 
disclosed two new substances. The 
first was polanium, named in hon- 
or of Mme. Curie’s native country. 
The second was radium, but it took 
four more years of patient effort to 
reduce this latter to a pure chem- 
ical element. ' 

A second daughter was born in 
1904 and then in 1906 came tragedy. 
Curie being run down and 
killed by a truck in a Paris street. 
After this his widow lived prac- 
tically cut off from human com- 
panionship except for her daugh- 
ters. The elder became her 
mother’s chief assistant in the lab- 
oratory. The younger is a pianiste 
of some renown and has given sev- 
eral recitals in France. 

Mme. Curie was started on the 
road toward her big achievement 
because she had been attracted by 
the experiments of Henri Becquerel 
with uranium salts. He had found 
that if a little uranium was placed 
on a photographic plate and cov- 
ered with black paper, the plate 
was affected as if it had been ex- 
posed to light. 

Mme. Curie noted that some of 
the rays revealed an activity three 
or four times greater than pure 
uranium. But the more she and 
her husband worked, the more they 
realized that the radio-active ele- 
ment existed in only the most mi- 
nute quantities. Since they were 
ignorant of the chemical properties 
of the unknown substance, they 
sought it in the pitchblende from 
which uranium was obtained. 

In July, 1898, the Curies an- 
nounced the discovery of polanium. 
But in finding this they had also 
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of an awesome mystery to the lay- 
man for many years to come. He 
knows i emits light, for he sees 
“radium paint” shine on the hands 
of his watch or clock in the dark. 
He knows it reacts .on some dis- 
eased tissues for he has had friends 
benefited by exposure to its bene- 
ficent activity. He has heard that 
it gives out enormous energy, but 
not even science can yet measure 
that for him with understanding 
accuracy. 

If.one of the grams of radium 
given to Mme. Curie could be in- 
duced to discharge in one minute 
all the energy it will give off in 
its normal] lifetime of 20,000 years, 
it would heat 32 tons of freezing 
water to the boiling point or drive 
a 15,000-ton ship at 15 miles an 
hour for 30 years. Sir William 
Ramsey has estimated that it would 
take 1,500,000 tons of coal to ac- 
complish the latter task. 


Man does not*’know the source of 
the energy in radio-activity except 
that it arises from differences in 
the potential energy of individual 
atoms. Scientists have calculated 
that the energy so stored in atoms 
is greater per atom than the stored 
energy in the sun. 


It is because of this stored atom- 
ic energy that radium has its mys- 
terious power. The dimensions 
within - which these sub-atomic! 
forces work are, however, difficult 
to comprehend. F. C. Brown, a 
New York scientist, illustrated it by 
saying that the atomic distances 
are as much smaller than normal 
distances of the layman’s daily ex- 
perience, as the distances to the 
stars are greater than those same 
normal distances.

Mother of Three Children 
Loses Life Swimming 
From Capsized Rowboat 
in the Mississippi. 


Four persons were drowned dur- 
ing the Fourth of July holiday. 
The mother of two children lost 
her life in the Mississippi and three 
men sank in the Meramec. They 


were:

Mrs. Herrell was the only pro- 
ficient swimmer among four per- 
sons who were thrown in the water 
when a rowboat capsized late yes- 
terday off the foot of Sidney street. 
Attempting to swim to shore about 
100 feet away, she was caught in 
the strong current and sank before 
aid could reach her. 

Her husband, Harry Herrell, a 
steel worker, was standing on the 
shore when the boat set out for the 
Tilinois side where the shallow wa- 
ter is more desirable for swimming. 
Besides Mrs. Herrell, its occupants 
were Mrs. Florence Dalton, 26, her 
5-year-old son, Robert, and Joseph 
Pazur, 17, all of 912 Geyer avenue. 

Husband Objected to Trip. 

Herrell, who is unable to swim, 
remonstrated that the boat was in 
poor condition for the long cross- 
ing. When it had almost reached 
midstream, the boat was turned 
about because of its leaky condi- 
tion, capsizing as it neared the 
shore. . 

The others holding on to the wa- 
ter-filled boat which was sufficient 
for support, Mrs. Herrell started 
swimming easily foward shore.

Coupled with Von Papen’s resig- 
nation, it appears, was a vigorous- 
ly worded demand for investigation 
of the police raid, the Von Bose 
killing and the imprisonment of 
Von Tschirsky.

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INQUEST IS HELD 
IN DOUBLE KILLING 


Neighbor Tells Story of Murder 
and Suicide of Man 
and Wife. 


The story of the killing of Mrs. 
Ruth Rheine Tuesday afterngon 
by her husband, Harry A. .Rheine, 
insurance salesman, who then end- 
ed his own life, was told at an in- 
quest yesterday at Pine Lawn by a 
neighbor, Miss Ella Bruegge, 4301 
Hodiamont avenue. 

The bodies of the Rheines were 
found in their home at 4305 Hodia- 
mont at 2:40 o’clock Tuesday af- 
ternoon by Deputy Sheriff Ed 
Klein, who was summoned by Miss 
,Bruegge after she had heard shots. 

“I ‘noticéd Rheine leaving the 
house Tuesday morning with his 
daughter, Margaret, 17 months old,” 
Miss Bruegge said. 
about 2 o’clock. A few minutes 
later I heard two shots. Then Mrs. 
Rheine screamed, ‘Oh, my baby!’ 

“At first I thought the shots were 
firecrackers and that the baby had 
been hurt. I called the Rheine 
home on the telephone and got no 
answer. Then I called Deputy 
Klein. Before he arrived, I heard 
two more shots.” 

Klein entered the home by a rear 
door and found Mrs. Rheine dead 
in the library. She was shot twice 
in the back. Near her lay the tele- 
phone which apparently she had 
just taken up as she was slain. 
In an adjoining room, on a couch, 
was the body of Rheine. He was 
shot in the head. A revolver lay 
on the floor beside the couch. 

Rheine left two notes, found on 
a bedroom table. One of them, 
rambling in expression, spoke of 
“you all who have plotted against 
me” and concluded, “may the Lord 
bless those who are dear to me and 
I hope He will forgive me for this 
deed.” _ The other note commended 
the Rheines’ child to the care of a 
sister. 

Rheine was 42 years old, his wife 
36. Private funeral services for 
Mrs. Rheine will be held at the 
Drehmann-Harra mortuary, 1905 
Union boulevard, with interment in 
St. John’s Cemetery. Services for 
Rheine will be held tomorrow

In a previous suit to 
annual his marriage to his house- 
keeper, brought by the same neph- 
ews and nieces, Cirenit Judge Muel- 
ler had ruled that Schaaf was 
sane at the time and understood 
the nature of the marriage  con- 
tract. 

Arthur Himmel, a _ landscape 
gardener, 1634 Park avenue, testi 
fled that he went to work for 
Schaaf the day after the second 
will was made and that he over- 
heard Mrs. Schaaf tell her husband 
that Mrs. McNeil, before she left 
the home a few months previous, 
had taken some of Schaaf’s belong- 
ings along without telling him. 
Himmel said Schaaf was angry 
when told this. 

Mrs. Schaaf on the stand denied 
she said anything of this nature to 
Schaaf. 

Widow Gets Halt of Estate. 

By the ruling of Judge Mueller 
in the annulment suit, Mrs. Schaaf 
is entitled to half of her husband's 
estate regardless of the setting 
aside of the second will. The first 
will must now be filed for probate. 

Schaaf, who resided at 7223 Anna 
avenue, Maplewood, received his 
complimentary designation of Cap- 
tain by virtue of being rifle instruc- 
tor in the Police Department in the 
1880’s. He was married twice pre- 
viously. Both wives died.

So He Stole Pistol and 
Fired on ‘Dragon’ Ste- 
phenson’s Bod y guard 
With Own Weapon.

JEFFERSON, Wis., July 5.—Ar- 
rested at Fort Atkinson, near here, 
last night, Carl Church confessed 
he killed Earl Gentry, former 
bodyguard to D. C. Stephenson, 
former “grand dragon” of the Indi- 


ana Ku Klux Klan. 
Sheriff Joseph T. Lange and Fort 


Atkinson officers caught Chureh as 
he lay asleep in a vinery. 

He killed Gentry, he said, because 
Mrs. Carrie Gill, 59-year-old widow, 
who also is accused of the crime, 
had been abused by Gentry and! 
because “she was kind to me when 


I was sick.” 
Mrs. Gill, whose husband, before 
his death, was a tavern keeper, is 


held for first-degree murder. She 
admitted, officers said, that she 
gave Church $60 to kill Gentry. She 
is known as the “Sunshine Lady” 
because of many acts of charity and 
pleasant disposition. 
Mrs. Gill’s Explanation. 

BS ce “Attorney Harold M. Da- 
kin said Mrs. Gill, when asked why 
she wanted Gentry killed, replied: 
“The main reason was that he made 
my life miserable and gave me more 
heartaches than any woman ever 
had in the world. .He beat me and 
threatened my life.” 
Gentry was found shot to death 
Sunday. A bullet wound in his 
head, in his automobile, which had 
been parked near the Gill fesidence, 
where he had made his home for 
eight years. 
Church, in his statement, ex- 
pressed no regrets. “I am not sor- 
ry,” he said, “ad I feel that I did a 
good deed when I killed Earl Gen- 
try.” 
He said he first met Mrs. Gill in 
the summer of 1932, and that she 
suggested that he get some Chicago; 
gangsters to come to Jefferson to 
“take Gentry for a ride.” 
“At that time,” he went on, “Gen- 
try took a dislike to me and said 
he would shoot me on sight if he 
caught me around the house. I 
knew he was mistreating Mrs. Gill. 
She had blacked eyes on various 
occasions. I didn’t like this, as she 
was extremely good to me and treat- 
ed me like my own mother. 

Account of Shooting. 
“On June 18 I told Mrs. Gill 
would take away his own ——— 
pistol and put him away so he 
would not bother her further.” This, 
Church explained, was after Mrs. 
Gill had complained of being mis- 
treated more than usual by Gentry. 
Church found Gentry’s pistol June 
30 and then sat on the front porch 
waiting for him. 
‘When Earl saw me,” the prisoner 
continued, “he asked waht I was 
doing there, and I told him he was 
‘on the spot’ and that I had the 
difference (that is, the pistol). He 
pleaded for a chance and promised 
he would leave and cause no more 
trouble.” 
But Gentry reached for his pock- 
et, Church said, as if to draw a 
weapon, and Church shot him. 
Church said Ferdinand Probst, 
brother of Mrs. Gill, helped him re- 
move the body from the kitchen, 
where the shooting took place. 
Probst, held as a materia] witness, 
has admitted helping the slayer in 
this way.

ILLIAM T. TILDEN II, so- 
journing in our midst, to 
most of us approximates the 
greatest tennis player of all time. 

Admirers of the great men of 
other days will voice negatives 
and tells us about H. L. Doherty, 
England’s wonder of 30 years ago; 
William A. Larned, seven times 
champion of America a quarter of 
a century ago; the great Austra- 
lians, Anthony Wilding and _ the 
crafty southpaw Brookes; the 
French wonder team, Lacoste and 
Cochet, and, more recently, Fred 
Perry and Jack Crawford. There 
the even those who say that Elis- 
worth Vines is now the greatest 
tennis player in the world, dmateur 
or pro. 

But none of them, past or pres- 
ent, can show the really remark- 
able record which was achieved 
by Tilden since the year 1918, a 
period during which he has, with 
only slight decline in his later 
years, dominated the tennis field 
by the force of his personality 
and by his tennis technique. For 
10 years he ranked at the head of 
American tennis and for six or 
seven years he Was in a class by 
himself in the competition of 
Europe and America, For seven 
successive years his genius kept 
the Davis Cup in this country. 


He’s Still Good. 


T: ODAY, given sufficient rest, it 
is a legitimate doubt if any 
player, Vines, Nusslein, Perry or 
Crawford, could take him in a 
single match. 

And we would like to see him 
tested, and have a little side in- 
terest with the betting commis- 
sioner on Big Bilis chances.

CINCINNATI, July 5.—Bettering 
five of 10 marks recorded by Jim 
Bausch in the 1932 Olympics, Rob- 
ert Clark of the Olympic Club, San 
Franciseo, yesterday won the Na- 
tional A. A. U. decathlon. 

Clark’s score sheet total was 
7955.050. He lapsed considerably 
from the sensational start he made 
in the initial five events run Tues- 
day when, with a total of 4275.36, 
he stood a chance of bettering 
Bausch’s world’s record, 8462.23, 
made in the Olympics. 

Joe Hall, unattached, of Talla- 
hassee, Fla., was second to Clark, 
with 7488.890, and R. Baldry, an- 
other of three men from the Olym- 
pic Club, San Francisco, compet- 
ing on the program, was third with 
7401.180. 

Less than a single point stood be- 
tween holders of fourth and fifth 
place as final tabulations ‘were 
made. 

Delbert White, Negro performer 
from the Kansas State Teachers’ 
College, Pittsburg, Kan., who stood 
third at the end of first day’s scor- 
ing, took fourth place with 7237.100, 
while R. Patterson, from Iowa Wes- 
leyan, was fifth, with 7236.290. It 
was one of the closest divisions be- 
tween two contestants in years, au- 
thorities said. 

Clark, won three of the 10 events: 
the 100-meter, in 10.4 seconds; the 
running broad jump in 24.583 feet, 
and the 400-meter dagh, in 0:51.6.

To my way of thinking, after a study 
of the entire history of the Christian 
religion, this is one of the most sig- 
nificant and highly important moves ever 
made by any branch of the Christian 
church. It is the first step toward the 
education of the great masses of people 
im regard to the social teachings of 
Christ, and should eventually enable them 
to make a correct analysis, or understand 
it when it is made for them, of our cap- 
italist economy. It should free them 
from the confusing tangle of capitalist 
propaganda and reveal to them the pos- 
sibility of an economy which will be con- 
ducted to supply the needs of all rather 
than profit for a few while the masses 
struggle with poverty. . 

On whether the innumerable sects of 
the Christian church recognize and ac- 
cept this challenge will depend their ulti- 
mate salvation or extinction. It is an 
unprecedented opportunity for them to

How- 
ever, records show that Britain has re- 
eeived a 25 per cent reduction in princi- 
pal, and furthermore, the Roosevelt 60- 
cent dollar has, in terms of gold or com- 


In spite of the forbearance shown by 
the United States in the debt controversy, 
British 
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Senators Nye and Vandenberg sponsored, got under 
way with a capable committee and a competent staff 
im charge. Vice-President Garner named Senators 
who regard the armament makers as a menace to 


committee will be reporting to the public on the 
nature and methods of American “merchants of 
death,” as they have been called in a new book. 

In the same connection, the Senate ratified the 
Geneva treaty of 1925, which provides for supervision 
of the international trade in war supplies and full pub- 
licity on exports and imports of such materials. Dur- 
ing the Coolidge and Hoover administrations, this 
pact collected dust in a pigeonhole. Now that it 
has at last been ratified by the nation which pro- 
moted its negotiation, the issue of the treaty’s ef- 
fectiveness is placed squarely before those European 
nations which have not approved it and have said 
in effect that they were waiting to see whether the 
United States was sincere in its professions. 

By the prompt use of the power which Congress 
gave him in the joint resolution concerning the ship- 
ment of munitions to Bolivia and Paraguay, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt took the country over a hurdle before 
which students of international law had been debat- 
ing for years. Men were dying in a needless war 
in the Gran Chaco, and he boldly struck to stop 
American profit-seekers from prolonging it. 

The new treaty with Cuba, which the Senate 
promptly ratified, must be set down among the 
measures calculated to reduce friction in the world, 
for it abolished the Platt amendment and thereby 
removed the cause of embarrassment on a number 
of occasions between the United States and Cuba. 
Other ratified treaties in this category are the Pan- 
American Anti-War Treaty and the General Treaty of 
Inter-American Arbitration. 

American membership in the International Labor 
Organization at Geneva takes us officially into a 
work to which we have been close from its begin- 
ning. Supporters of activity for world peace will 
recognize the significance of this open alliance with 
the type of international organization which brings 
the nations together in a most practical way. 

Congressional action on matters of military policy 
likewise revealed the official disposition to recognize 
the will of the people for peace. Preliminary in- 
quiry disclosed exorbitant profits on naval and 
army planes, with the result that a thorough investi- 
gation of military and naval aircraft procurement 
was ordered. The Vinson-Trammell bill, authorizing 
the building up of the navy to the London treaty 
limits, was passed, but not without amendments, 
which definitely limited profit which private ship- 
builders might enjoy and stipulated that a large 
share of the navy planes authorized should be pro- 
duced by the Government. 

This is not to say that the Congress which recent- 
ly adjourned always placed the question. of world 
peace first. The Johnson Act, concerning foreign 
debtors, has proved an irritant. At least three reso- 
lutions designed to lessen the likelihood of war went 
unpassed: Senator Tydings’, providing for reduction 
of armaments to peacetime scale; Senator Nye’s, 
establishing a special income tax in the event of 
war, and Senator Frasier’s, calling for a constitu-

should war occur. But Congress did take long steps 
toward the goal of permanent peace in the world. It 
wrote a record of progress toward permanent peace 
which places it above many of its predecessors on 
that score, :

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PREVENTABLE WASTES IN GOVERNMENT. 

Two important reasons for the rising cost of gov- 
ernment and the increasing burden on the taxpayer 
might be eliminated with no sacrifice of services, 
but ‘rather with an increase in efficiency. These 
are the great number of tax-levying units, and the 
duplication of taxes laid against the same sources. 

The many small governing units vastly increase 
the costs of administration. There are in this coun- 
try 194,630 taxing agencies, in addition to the Fed- 
‘eral Government. Cook .County, Illinois, for in- 
stance, has 419 divisions of local government; the 
State of Wisconsin has 9554. Each of these has a staff 
of officers and elerks, whose maintenance, of course, 
comes. from the public purse. The rising movement 
for consolidation of counties and other units indi- 
cates the popular discontent with this cumbersome 
system. 

The House Ways and Means Committee reported 
in January, 1933, that # had found 326 instances 
where Federal taxes were duplicated by those of 
state and other agencies. The American Legislators’ 
Association has been making a study of the subject, 
with a view to bringing unification into the tangled 
tax set-up. It sponsors the Interstate Commission 
on Conflicting Taxation, which recently reported 
that the major types of duplicating levies were those 
on gasoline, tobacco, liquor gallonage, estates, generai 
sales tax, incomes of individuals and corporations. 

It is a citizen’s duty, of course, to contribute to 
the upkeep of both state and Federal governments, 
since he enjoys benefits in the field of each. But such 
levies as Federal, state and often local taxes on gaso- 
line impose an unjust burden on the sellers and 
users of particular commodities. Several sugges- 
tions have been made for dealing with the problem, 
including centralized collection, division of the tax 
field, reciprocal tax legislation among various units 
and Federal allowances for sums paid to the states. 

The entire problem, it is true, is complicated by 
official red tape, and the difficulty of obtaining 
agreement among the numerous agencies concerned. 
But both this problem and that of minor govern- 
mental units should be subject to reasonable adjust- 
ment, which must follow if the entire system is not 
to be converted into a vast and burdensome series of 
bureaucracies.

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NEW MEXICO’S HARD POLITICAL NUT. 

One of the perplexing problems which President 
Roosevelt leaves behind temporarily is the expiring 
senatorship in New Mexico. Senator Norris, as we 
noted the other day, thinks the President should for- 
get party ties and come out for Senator Cutting, as 
well as for all other Republican Senators who bolted 
their party in 1932 to eampaign for the Democratic 
presidential mominee. While we are in sympathy 
with the Nebraskan’s views on party adherence, it 
is only fair to point out that the situation in New 
Mexico is much different from that in California, 
where the national administration is supporting 
Senator Johnson, and in Wisconsin, where the Demo 
cratic party is conservative and the La Follettes are 
the upholders of the New Deal. 

What sets the New Mexico case apart is the fact 
that, unless the President takes a hand in it, the 
Democratic nomination for the senatorship is certain 
to go to one of the administration’s most loyal sup- 
porters in Congress, Dennis Chavez, New Mexico's 
lone Representative-at-large in the House. Born at 
Los Chavez, an ancestral seat in New Mexico, Rep- 
resentative Chavez is very popular with his con- 
stituents, having been elected two years ago by the 
largest majority ever given a cdhdidate in that 
State. Senator Cutting, on the other hand; is a na- 
tive of Long Island and is Eastern-reared and edu- 
cated, being a classmate of the President at Harvard. 
Like Senator La Follette, he has cut loose from the 
Republican party and will run as an independent, 
but observers say that the only chance for his re- 
election Hes im official Democratic support. 

Taking gracious notice of the President’s friend- 
ship for Senator Cutting, Representative Chavez has 
said that he will be glad to step aside if it ig the 
wish of the national administration.

An analysis of the figures shows 
that the factors producing the de- 
posit expansion have been almost 
entirely abnormal. In addition to 
raising $2,500,000,000 of new money 
since the year-end, the Treasury has 
spent some $500,000,000 of unem- 
ployed gold, part of it the “profit” 
resulting from devaluation of the 
dollar. 

Furthermore, gold imports from 
abroad, accompanying the return 
of capital after stabilization of the 
American currency at its new level, 
combined with newly-mined metal 
acquisitions, have amounted to ap- 
proximately $800,000,000. 

At least $200,000,000 of currency 
has found its way back to the banks 
from circulation. This factor alone 
can be considered normal, in view 
of the usual tendency of money 
circulation to shrink during the 
early part of the year. The other 
factors are not ordinarily encount- 
ered under average economic cir- 
cumstances, at least not to the ex- 
tent of the past few months. 

4 Billions of Funds. 

All in all, some $4,000,000,000 of 
funds have been piled on the banks, 
leaving them with the insoluble 
problem of what to do with them 
under conditions where private bor- 
rowing is sluggish and the capital 
market stagnant. Perhaps $2,000,- 
000,000 has been invested in Govern- 
ment securities; the rest has gone 
into cash balances at the Federal 
Reserve Banks. 

The most striking feature of the 
figures for reporting member banks 
is the absence of any rise in loans 
and investments, aside from hold- 
ings of United States Government 
obligations. The normal way for 
bank deposits to rise—and the nor- 
mal evidence of expanding indus-

With $532,000,000 of Treasury de- 
posits still uncalled and $1)400,000,- 
000 more Government obligations 
held than six months ago, it would 
appear that some $866,000,000 of the 
increase in private deposits of re- 
porting banks resulted directly 
from the Treasury borrowing. 

A substantial portion of the in- 
creased funds of smaller banks also 
has found its way to the larger 
city institutions. It has always been 
a practice of country banks to keep 
idle funds on deposit in New York, 
Chicago and other big cities, as 
secondary reserves or in search of 
short term employment. 

‘Deposits due to correspondents 
by the reporting banks gained $929,- 
000,000 during the half-year, while 
deposits owed by correspondents 
to the reporting banks increased 
$372,000,000. This meant a net in- 
crease in the deposits of the re- 
porting institutions from _ this 
source of $557,000,000. 

Gain in Deposits. 

The gain in deposits of this char- 
acter is an illustration of the na- 
tion-wide extent of the expansion 
of bank resources. Small banks as 
well as large have more money 
than they can use. 

The remaining increase in depos- 
its of the reporting banks has been 
accounted for by gold 
Treasury spending of gold assets 
and the return of currency. The 
gross increase from all these fac- 
tors has been reduced, of course, by 
the decline in loans. The same is 
probably true of other banks. 

The net rise during the _ six 
months of $1,071,000,000 in loans 
and investments of the reporting 
banks stands beside an increase of 
$987,000,000 in their reserve  bal- 
ances. In other words, these insti- 
tutions could have extended twice 
as much credit as they did, if only 
there had been good borrowers who 
wanted it, besides the United 
States Treasury.

Sale at foreclosure of the Ambas- 
sador, Missouri Theater and Grand 
Central Theater buildings was con- 
firmed by United States District 
Judge Davis in an oral order is- 
sued Tuesday in which he ap- 
proved a bondholders’ committee 
plan for reorganization. A formal 
written order will be issued today, 
Judge Davis announced. ; 

Objections to confirmation of the 
gale were heard by Judge Davis 
Tuesday. Principal opponents to 
confirmation were Warner Bros. 
Pictures, Inc., which, through a 
subsidiary, owned a one-third inter- 
est in the buildings. Warner Bros. 
owns also about $141,000 of the Am- 
bassador first mortgage bonds. 

Warner Bros. counsel, Arthur E. 
Simpson, argued that the $2,000, 
000 bid for the properties by the 
bond holders’ committee was in- 
adequate, and asked that the pro- 
posed reorganization plan be set 
aside in favor of one advanced by 
his client. 

The Warner plan would provide 
for transfer of the properties to a 
new corporation, which would is- 
aue, in exchange for present bonds, 
two sets of bonds, A and B. The 
A bonds, half of the total, would 
bear interest at 5 per cent, and 
would be guaranteed by Warner 
Bros. The B bonds would pay in- 


terest at a rate determined by earn- | 


ings. 

The committee’s plan of reorgan- 
ization provides for the issuance of 
income bonds, such as the B bonds 
in the Warner plan... In addition, 
65 per cent of the stock in the new 
corporation would be assigned to 
first mortgage bondholders, 25 to

Thomas N. Dysart, chairman of 
the bondholders’ committee, testi- 
fied 85 per cent of the bondholders 
had accepted the committee’s plan.

X-RAY PICTURE DIES 


Dr. Stine Researcher With 
Phenomenon Before Roent- 
gen Gave It His Name, 


By the Associated Press. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 5..— Dr. 
Wilbur Morris Stine, widely known 
for his X-ray research work, died 
yesterday at his home in suburban 
Penfield after a week’s iliness. He 
was 70 years old. 

Dr. Stine was one of the first 
experimenters with the X-ray or 
Roentgen ray, of .the exist- 
ence,\and some of the properties 
were known generally among scien- 
tists long before the name of the 
German Wilhelm Konrad von 
Roentgen was attached to it be- 
cause of his outstanding work in 
the field. Roentgen made his dis- 
coveries in 1895. Dr. Stine had be- 
gun his researches as early as 1891 
and in 1892 had succeeded in mak- 
ing the first recorded X-ray photo- 
graph. In-1896 Dr. Stine published 
his discovery of the source of the 
rays; and a year later, as did Roent- 
gen also, Dr. Stine suggested the 
remedial use of the X-ray, especial- 
ly in the treatment of cancer. 

Dr. Stine woh wide recognition 
for researches in physics, electricity 
and engineering. Iie was the au- 
thor of several scientific works as 
rwell as essays, verse, novels and 
ghost stories. He formerly held pro- 
fessorship at Ohio- University, Ar- 
mour Institute of Technology and 
Swarthmore College. 

Eight years ago he retired from 
teaching to devote his time to writ- 
ing. Most of his output he pub- 
lished himself and distributed pri- 
vately among his friends.

Baked Sweet Potatoes. 

Boil small sweet potatoes of uni- 
form size until tender.

Wrap with strips of 
bacon to cover potatoes. Place on 
a shallow pan and bake until the 
bacon is crisp, turning frequently. 

Broiled ple. 

Cover small canned slices of pine- 
apple with a sprinkling of brown 
sugar, a little lemon juice and dot 
with butter. Place under flame to 
brown, turn and do the same on 
the other side. 


Mint Biscuits. 

Make a good biscuit dough and 
roll thin. Cut in small rounds and 
spread with melted butter and place 
a lump of mint jelly in center. 
Place another buttered round on 
top and press edges well together. 
Bake in a hot oven about 10 min- 
utes. 


New Cauliflower. 

Cook until tender two new heads 
of cauliflower in salted, boiling wa- 
ter, to which a tablespoon of vine- 
gar has been added.
